Focus on the Indian Ocean 

New York, Another regular session of the' Special 
United Nations Committee on the Indian Ocean has 
taken place at UN Headquarter!. Among lire 4? 
member! making up (he Committee ero coastal sta- 
te*, as well aa those actively using the ocean's 
water- and air-ways. 

Tbs Committee sessions, held over the past few 
year*, have witnessed a struggle between two di- 
rectly opposed trends. The non-aligned and social* 
1st countries favour the speedy implementation of 
the Committee's mandate, l.e., preparation of a con- 
ference which Is to produce an International agree- 
ment to convert this vast region populated by at 
least one-fourth of all mankind Into a zone of peace. 
The agreement should Include reductions in the 
foreign military presence, commitments not to dep- 
loy nuclear weapons and elimination of all foreign 
military bases. 

The United States and its Western allies have set 
themselves quite a different goal — namely, to pre- 
vent the convocation of such a conference. Several 
years ago, the UN General Assembly approved a 
decision that the conference be held in Colombo in 
1961. Since then it has been postponed on several 
occasions, and each Ume on account of United 
States interference. At Its latest session, Iho United 
Nations General Assembly decided that this major 
International forum should be held not later than • 
the first half of 1SQ4.

Chad: interference 
inadmissible 

Paris. The President of the 
Transitional Government of Na- 
tional Unity, Goiikounl Oueddei 
has spoken out against plans to 
send to Chad foreign forces 
from either African or other 
states. 

According to France-Presse, 
the president stressed In hla 
radio statement, that such 
designs are part of a wide-rang- 
ing plot led by the United Stales 
and France aimed at Interna- 
tionalizing the conflict In Chad 
and at destabilizing the situation 
In the region. 

He said his government was 
ready a't any moment to receive 
an OAU fact-finding mission 
which could ascertain for itself 
the falsity of claims of Lybian 
interference In Chad. As Is 
known, the present N'Djamena 
regime has refused to accept 
such a mission; 


Willy Brandt on East-West relations Anti-missile movement 


Bonn. Willy Brandi, Chairman 
or the Soclal-DemocraUc Party 
of Germany, has issued a stale- 
ment here commenting on the 
results of West German Federal 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl's visit 
lo the Soviet Union. Zt Is regret- 
table that the head of the Boon 
Cabinet failed to take advan- 
tage of his visit to Moscow to 
sound out possibilities for a 
compromise over (he missiles, 
and confined himself to istiing 
forth the position of the present 
American administration. In this 
way, he lost a rare chance of 
making a contribution toward* 
•he achievement of an agree- 
ment aimed at the putting an 
end lo nudeer insanity. Willy 
Brandt noted that the West Ger- 
man Chancellor bad decided 
against making bis own propo- 
sal* on the missile issue. This 
testifies to the tact that the pre- 
election talk by people who set 
the lone In the CDU/CSU coali- 
tion, and the talk about en in-

tenncdlato solution at Geneva 
was but Idle rhetoric In the first

ALL ABOUT METEORITES ‘ 

The first ever comprehensive 
catalogue oi meteorites which 
fell on Earth Is being compiled 
in lha Soviet Union. 

Scientists are now pinning 
great hopes on the Bliidy oi 
meteorite substance which can- 
not be found on Earth. 165 
meteorites have been found and 
kepi In lhe Soviet Union: oth-jr 
countries have also collected 
them. In ordei lo assemble a 
clear classification of the scat- 
tered knowledge about meteori- 
tes the Vernadsky Instil nle of 
Gcochemlstiy and Analytical 
Chemistry (USSR Academy of 
Sciences) decided lo compile 
this catalogue. - 

lhe catalogue, says Yevgeny 
Krlnov, D.Sc. (Mineralogy! and 
Chairman of the Committed nn 
Meteorites, will tell the whole 
story of each meteorite: where 
It fell and when; Us chemical, 
mlneralogical and isolope com- 
position, structure, age and 
other data. The catalogue will 
run to several volumes and In- 
■ dude photographs of the general 
appearance and fine structure 
of meteorites magnified several 
times. Tha basic catalogue may 
help solve one major problem 
—from which part or the outer 
space the misterious pieces of 
matter have come to this planet. 

X-RAY FOR THE EARTH 

. Present methoda for "sound- 
ing” and "feeling" the Earth, 
such as ultrasonars and study- 
ing seismic waves, only tell iis 
about the superficial layer of 
the Barth's rock which Is only a 
few kilometres thick. The 
world's deepest mine In the Kole 
Peninsula (northern . Soviet 
Union] Is eleven kilometres 
deep. This is not very, much 
compared to the distance of a lx 
thousand Tour hundred kilo- 
metres between the surface and 
the centre of the Earlji. Also In 
order to accurately predict 
: earthquakes, for instance, we 
need Inlormatlpn about how the 
densities of substances are 
distributed at depths greater 
than that of the Kola well, 

; In the future, this Information 
could be obtained by examining 
the Earth using neutrino rays.: 
-This method of studying the 
Earth's depths has been sug- 
gested by physicists working ln

A 
similar principle lies al the 
heart ol computei tomography, 
a new brand) oi medical sci- 
ence. In simplified terms the 
method channels radiation 
through the body lo a recetvi-r, 
which registers Its attenuation. 
A computer will help increase 
lhe overall amount ol substance 
crossed by the radiation and 
specific special distribution, 
l.o., Its density si any given 
point. 

Of course, a huge plane! is 
not a patient's body. In oide> to 
put the Idea Into practice, ii Is 
necessary to obtain a neutrino 
beam with considerably eiieigy 
and Intensity. So fai. the scient- 
ists do not have powerful enough 
accelerators. However, this may 
be achieved when the accelera- 
tion and accumulation complex 
is In operation In the lawn of 
Serpukhov south of Moscow 
where U Is now under construc- 
tion. 

BLOOD-CLEANER 

Soviet researchers and en- 
gineers have bulll a multipur- 
pose apparatus, the U AG-01, for 
cleansing the blood by hemo- 
aorplion. ft relieves blood lymph 
and the cerebrospinal fluid nl 
toxic substances. Designed at 
the ali-Unlon medical technology 
research Institute, the UAG-OMs 
now produced serially and has 
been patented In a number of 
Industrially developed countries. 

OXYDtZER IN LIVER 

A. Archakov, D.Sc, (Biology), 
from tha 2nd Moscow Medical 
Institute, has successfully con- 
cluded his studies into the oxy- 
dizlng-reductlon processes tak- 
ing place In mlciosomes, fine 
formations ln the liver cells. 
He discovered that the basic role 
In ■ mlcrosorae activity is played 
by Uis ferment cytochroma 
Complex reactions Involving the 
ferment have been researched, 
including those making harmless 
the alien compounds - which, 
- penetrate ..the organism from' 
outrida The sdenltsl'B dis- 
covery should make It possible 
to create new efficient drags 
with minima] Bide. effects.

ADDITIONAL 
GUARANTEES 
OF ADEQUATE 
HOUSING

The first day ol next year 
will see lhe coming into effect 
of the Housing Code of Ibe Rus- 
sian Federation wblcb haB just 
been adopter! by s session ol 
tbe Supreme Soviet of Ibe 
RSFSR. Similar codes have been 
passed by Supremo legislative 
assemblies in the oilier consti- 
tuent republics. 

The codes clearly define the 
muiUHl rlghta and duties ol So- 
viet citizens ami government es- 
tablishments. 

They not only reinforce pre- 
viously legal standards that 
have shown their ofllcacy, they 
also include a number of new 
major provisions: 

@ provision ot a Just distri- 
bution ol housing under public 
control and ou the recommen- 
dations ol work collectives; 

0 Increases In lhe minimum 
floor space available lo each fa- 
mily; 

O provision ol a sd (-con- 
tained Dal to each family; 

Q assignment of fiats to spe- 
cial categories ol people entit- 
led lo priority housing, tor in- 
stance, Heroes of the Soviet 
Union and Heroes ol Socialist 
Labour, Ihe families nl soldiers 
who perished in battle, families 
with mauy- children, people who 
have a conscientious and leng- 
thy record ol employment, and 
certain niher groups of citizens. 

The new housing codes ol ibe 
constituent republics represent 
a practical furmulailon of the 
relevant articles of iho , USSR 
Constitution and provide guide- ' 
lines lor the Foundations of 
USSR Housing Legislation. 

The reader will recall that Ihe 
USSR Constitution guarantees 
all Soviet dllzens the right lo 
housing. The meaning ol Ibis 
Constitutional . article la crystal 
clear. Tlie state undertakes a 
number ol responsibilities In re- 
lation to Soviet dllzens: 

• lo provide every Soviet 
family with a self-contained flat 
within a short period ol.tlme, os 
la feasible economically, these 
flats conforming lo proper stan- 
dards; 

• to ensure there Is no 
slackening Id Ihe pace ol hous- 
ing construction, with an aver- 
age two million flats having 
been bulll a year since 1956; 

• maintenance ol a Just -and 
equitable procedure for tbe dis- 
tribution ol bousing; 

• to maintain tbe low rents 
which have remained unchan- 
ged since. 1928; 

• to ensure constant Impro- 
vements In the quality. of hous- 
ing to be achieved through In- 
creasing the sums ol money 
■pent on housing construction. 

Tbo right to adequate hous- 
ing was made constitutional 
nearly six years ago. Since iben, 
every fifth Soviet family has 
moved into a naW flat 

A family living in a self-con- 
tained flat with all modern con- 
veniences was a fairly rare' phe- . 
nomenon some twenty-five years 
ego. Today, s such . accommoda- 
tion Is enjoyed by lour out of. 
every -five families'. By the end 
of the current .decade ; nearly 
100 par cent ftf . ell' Soviet dtl-
